THAT IRRIGATION SCHEME. 


Madern Does Not Want n Big Law 


Suit. 


Tnr HKITIJUCAX KIVK that the Fresno 


Canal £ Irrigation Company has cloeed 
11 contract with the California Ilridge 
Company of San l-'rancisco and F. F. 
Letcher and A. Hall, which contem- 
plates the irrigation of a large portion 
of Madera connlv. This is the plan 
which has been spoken of in the Trib- 
une several times before. 


The project has progressed so far that 


Hie aqueduct to convey the water across 
the San Joaqtiin river'has been planned. 
This will he of s'eel, with u concrete 
foundation, and will cost $50,000. 


Tho water is to como-from Kings 


river, and the ditch, after the San Jou- 
quin is crossed, will run nandlel with 
tho railroad, and about three miles cast 
thereof, until Madera is reached. The 
number of acres of land which will 
be brought under ditch is estimated at 
200,000 acres. 


It in incumbent upon the- promoters of 


this enlorprisu to show Hie people of 
Madera Unit thoy will not be stopped in 
their work by injunction and a long 
legal fight. It is said that land owners 
on tho south side of the .San Joaquin 
will contest, the right of the canal people 
to take water from the Kings river to 
lands on the north side. If thev are in 
earnest about this they can involve the 
company in a wrangle which will delay

SAN 1'iiANt'isco, May 31. — A mile a 


minute for n regular daily passenger 
train is to be made as a summer experi- 
ment by the Southern Pacific. Com- 
mencing next Sunday at 2 p.m., the 
railway company will inaugurate a new 
fast service between this city and Del 
Monte, a distance of 12ii miles, and Ihe 
entire run in to be made at the average 
rate of forty-three miles per hour. 


Five stops only will be made, and the 


actual running time will be two hours 
and fifty-live minutes. 


The schedule wills for slow time in 


leaving San Francisco, but at places a 
speed of more than a mile a minute will 
be obtained. From Perry's to liilroy, 
eight miles, the run will he made m 
seven minutes; from Monlrowe lo Ten- 
mint's, three miles, three minutes; from 
Caslroville lo Del Monte, ten miles, len 
in in u ten. 


The longest continuous runs at high 


speed wilhont stop will lie between San 
.lose and liilrny, thirty miles, at a mile 
every minute and thirty seconds, and 
from Menlo Park to San Jose, eighteen 
miles, at tin; rate of a mile every minute 
and twenty seconds.

Mr. Edwards said that from one to 


three drops was a dose for a human be- 
ing. H is a imrcotie poison, and its ac- 
tion is lo lower Ihe heart's action, hence 
it is a valuable ngent in fevers and in- 
llammution 
when tho 
pulse beats 


quickly. The witness had often reduced 
the pulse of a horse from 120 to 00 in an 
hour by Ihe use of the drug. 


"Was it your practice, .Doctor, lo pre- 


scribe these deadly poisons without 
labeling them?" asked Juror Kobinson. 
"1 never carried any labels," replied 


the witness, "because I am not in the 
drug lutsiuesp. Whenever I leave med- 
icine of that kind 1 carefully instruct 
people lo destroy the boltlea after they 
use the medicine." 


"Do you think it is a proper thing to 


do to distribute jwison without labels1."' 
pursued Mr. Robinson. 


"I don't know whether it in proper, 


but. when I find a horse in a high fever 
I administer the medicine myself, but 
I cannot stay until it is all adminis- 
tered. Aconite is u very deadly poison, 
although there arc some poisons stronger 
and quicker in their effects than aconite. 
For a horse I generally start oft" with 
twenty drops and then decrease the dose 
to ten (Irons. 1 always tell them lo 
break the bottle after using it so that 
the children may not get hold of it." 


TWO VKIUUCTS. 


The jury returned two verdicts. That 


of the majority, after slating that the de- 
ceased came to his death by mistaking 
the poison for whisky, goes on to stale: 


"We, furthermore, charge (Jeorgy Kd- 


wnrds with criminal negligence in not 
labeling the bottle containing the acon- 
ite which he left nt the home of Mr, 
Vieu."
